THE PROBLEM. 


It Ought to ge Solved Early 
Week 


The House in Possession. of the 
“Tariff Bill, 


This Gives It an Advantage Over 
the Senate Which is 
Important. 


The Hope General That 
Will Finish Its Work This 
Week—The Chinese 
Treaty.

WASHINGTON; Aug. 12.—The hope ts 
general about the Senate that the pres- 
ent one will be the last week of the 
session. This is based upon the belief that 
the tariff bill will be disposed of in some 
way early in the week, and, with the 
tariff out of the way, final adjournment 
can be brought about at almost any time. 
None of the appropriation bills, with, the 
exception of the Sundry Civil and the Gen- 
eral Deficiency bills are yet to be acted 
upon to any extent. by either House, and 
these two are in such an advanced state 
in conference that a day of zealous work 
would probably suffice to put them both 
in shape to be sent to the President. 


The Chinese treaty is the only other 


business that will keep Congress for a 
day, and this question is to be taken,up 
and voted upon at the first session. The 
Senate adjourned on Friday, after giving 
the greater part of the day to the treaty. 
There was an understanding that the 
Senate should go into executive session on 
Monday, immedia 
the journal, to take the vote upon the 
treaty. It was also agreed that this should | 
be done without further debate. 

‘The order of business for tomorrow, 
presumably, after the tariff has been 
passed, will be Senator Chandler’s resolu- 
tion for the investigation of the Alabama 
election. After this, all is uncertainty. 
Almost everything will depend upon the 
action of the House on the tariff bill, but 
whatever that action may be, it can be} 
counted upon as quite certain that the 
two remaining appropriation bills will re- 
consideration some time during the

If the House 
should decide upon an opposite course, 
there is no saying what would happen 
in the Senate. The tariff is . engrossing 
the attention of the House, and it has so 
far no programme whatever for the week. 

The tariff leaders have been on the go 
from early morning until late tonight. It 
‘has deen a day of conferences at the White 
House, at the private residences of the 
conferees and at the hotels. 

Secretary Carlisle was with Cleveland 
throughout the afternoon. The Senate and 
House conferees made no effort to get to- 
gether, and they remain as wide apart 
as when their meeting broke up on Friday 
night. The House conferees were in con- 
sultation informally most of the day, 
though at no time were they all together 
at once. 

Chairman Wilson spent the day with 
Representative Breckinridge of Arkansas 
at the Normandie Hotel, and was there 
called upon by the other conferees. Mr. 
Wilson did not see the President today. 
The meeting among them was as to the 
line of action at the caucus tomorrow, and 
in the subsequent procedingsc of the House 
and Senate. They reviewed the Situation 
from every possible standpoint, and pre- 
pared themselves for all emergencies. As 
one of them said tonight, it was going over 
the field: of battle and learning the topog- 
raphy of the ground on the night before 
the great fight.

On the 
other hand, it is believed if the House 
should agree to the Senate amendments 
the Senate would acquiesce in this action 
and waive the technical question which 
might be raised over the disposition of 
the bill. 

It is understood Senator Hill, notwith- 
standing his opposition to the bill, would 
de disposed to accept the favorable action 
of the House and permit the bill to go to 
the President without raising any par- 
Hamentary questions. The bill has had its 
day in court, having gone to the calendar 
and could not be taken up except upon a 
vote of the Senate. It is also suggested that 
without the actual possession of the Dill, 
an indefinite postponement would be or- 
dered and the only means by which the 
Senate could secure possession would be 
through a motion to reconsider its action 
granting a conference and then ask to re- 
turn the bill. 

There would be two difficulties in the 
way of this plan. Reconsideration could 
not, in view of the lapse of time since the 
granting of the conference, be had except 
by unanimous consent, and even with 
this secured, and the request made upor 
the House, the return of the bill would 
depend upon the courtesy of that body.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 12.—(By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.) The Japanese squadron’ that 
attacked Wei-Hai-Wei on Friday, re- 
ports of which engagement were 
cabled to the Associated Press yesterday 
consisted of twenty-six vessels. It is 
not definitely known how many of the fleet 
were men-of-war. The warships drew up 
in line of battle off the port and opened 
fire early on Friday morning. There were 
no Chinese warships in the vicinity and 
the engagement was entirely between the 
Japanese men-of-war and the forts. The 
whereabouts of the Chinese fleet was un- 
known. The forts were able without much 
difficulty to repulse the attack. 

About fifty shots were exchanged, but 
no material damage was done on either 
side. The soldiers manning the guns of 
the fortifications showed themselves to be 
lamentably deficient in marksmanship. 
Most of their shots were ill-directed, the 


shells either falling shart of the vessels.

When the fleet withdrew to Fort. Arthur, 
which place it attacked on Friday even- 
ing; little damage if any was done. 

The operations are regarded as not hav- 
ing been attempts to conquer Wei-Hai- 
Wei or Fort Arthur, but simply ruses on 
the part of the Japanese commander to 
ascertain the exact position and strength 
of the Chinese guns at the two places. 
On Thursday last two small gunboats were 
sighted going at full speed in the direction 
of Tien-Tsin. 


ONLY TWENTY- FIVE SHOTS. 
LONDON, Aug. 12.—The Times tomor- 
row will publish a dispatch from Tien- 
Tsin confirming the Associated Press dis- 
patches of the attack by the Japanese 
fleet upon the Chinese port at Wei-Hai- 
Wei and its repulse. 

A dispatch to the Times from Shanghai 
says that the Chinese official report of the 
engagement states that only twenty-five 
shots were exchanged between the ne 
warships and the forts. 

The report adds that one of the Japa- 
nese ships was hit three times and an- 
other one once. The fire of the warships 
did no damage to the forts. 

A dispatch from Berlin says that it is 
reported that the cruiser Irene, formerly 
commanded by Prince Henry of Prussia, 
brother of Emperor William will be sent 
to reinforce the German Agiatic station.

Lawyer Russell u Defies the Wicara- 
guan Authorities. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—The American’ 
schooner George Whitford arrived today | 
from Corn Island, Nicaragua, with a 
cargo of cocoanuts consigned to L. Schopp. 
The vessel docked at the foot of Veazey 
street, North River. Tho Whitford brings 
news of an encounter between the natives 
and a few Nicaraguan soldiers on July 5 
last, during which four of the soldiers 
were killed and two wounded. 

From what could be learned aboard che 

Whitford it. appears that about July 
a lawyer named Russell, who is a Jamai- 
can, called on Gov. Maximo Diaz in fefer- 
ence to a lawsuit in whith he had been 
retained as counsel. The Governor declined 
to examine the papers, as they were not 
ia Spanish, and this led to a heated dis- 
cussion, and ended by the Governor tear- 
ing to pieces’ the lawyer’s papers. This 
enraged Russeil, and he proceeded to iec- 
ture the Governor severély. The Governor 
threatened to arrest him, but did not do 
eo, there being no one present at the 
time except the secretary. Russell defied 
the Governor to do his worst, and orders 
were sent to Blueflelds for troops to arrest 
Russell. 
Russell had gathered about him several 
of his friends, and openly defied the Gov- 
ernor to arrest him. On their arrival, the 
tropps were ordered to arrest Russell at 
once. Russell refused to surrender, and his 
party fired on ‘the’soldiers, killing four and 
wounding two. The Governor's . secretary 
was slightly wounded, as was also a mer- 
chant who was riding through the streets. 
It was not known whether any of the Rus- 
sell men had been killed or wounded. 

Russell and his friends thought their 
victory offered a good rtunity to set-

Authorities Would Move in these 

Matter—A Plain Prop- 
osition.

“Can you direct me to the city market, 
please,“ asked a lady on the street a few 
days ago. 

The speaker’ had a large comfortable, 
looking market basket tucked under ner 


was addressed looked a little puzzled. 

We're strangers here,” she explained, 
“and I wanted to get some nice fruit and 
vegetables and butter right from the far- 
mers, 80 as to be sure they're good.” 

But the addressed did not seem 
much ‘enlightened by this explanation, 
and said, with some surprise, after a mo- 
ment’s thought, that he guessed there. 
wasn’t one. The look of surprise still 
lingered on his face as he proceeded down 
the street, marveling somewhat at the 
novelty of the fact that had just — 
forced upon his mind. 

A city of 85,000 inhabitants without’ a 
city market—how funny! 

As a matter of fact, however, this is not 
altogether true. 

Los Angeles has a market, al 
everybody doesn’t know where it 18. And 
there is a place where the farmers with 
their wagon loads of farm produce éan 
gather and whither the prospective pur- 
chaser can bend his steps, although it is 
not because the city has provided it, or 
decreed it, or set such a plot of ground 
apart to be its city market. It is an im- 
provised market. It has been made such» 
by necessity. It is the only place in the. 
city fitted in point of size or location or 
convenience to serve as a rendezvous for 
the farmer with his choicest vegetables. 
and poultry, and the thrifty housewife 
with her capacious market basket, and it 
has grown up as naturally as though the 
city .fathers had decided, after hours of. 
sober deliberation, that it was the only 
place within the whole city in any, way: 
suitable for the purpose. 

Get up early some morning and go down 
to the Plaza, if you are. skeptical, down 
to the old city square, which, By the : 
way, is round, where the business life 
of Los Angeles used to center in the 
days long gone by, the place where Main 
street, and Aliso and Los Angeles and 
Marchessault and half a dozen other 
streets come together around a pr 
little miniature city park, with its foun- 
tains and grass plots and flower beds, 
with its iron railings to ward off the 
intruder, and encircling and intersecting 
cement sidewalks. If you go down thers 
some time between 4 and 7 o’clock in 
the morning, you will see the city market 
and marvel at its size, at the amount of 
farm produce that is disposed of in the 
short space of three hours, and, above 
all, at the keen competition among the. 
differ nt vendors of nature’s products for 
a desirable position in the day’s business 
arena. 

Before the first streaks of gray dawn

upon the zoost has begun his matin song, 
while the electric Mghts are still casti 
their fitful light up and down deserte 
streets, and the weary policeman is peace- 
fully taking some of that much-needed 


suburban farm gardeners, mindful of the 
old adage of the early bird and the pre- 
vious worm, is urging his sleepy bronco 
along .the roads leading in from the ‘city, 
oo to the city’s improvised market 
place 

The available space about the little park 
for the accommodation of the market wag- 
ons is limited, very limited. Those that 
get there late and find every desirable 
space taken, grumble a good deal, and 
say that a city of the size of Los Angeles 
ought to be able to afford better accommo- 
dations to those who earn their bread and 
butter by market gardening. 

That is why the more enterprising ones 
get up early and pounce upon the best 
stands, as early as 3 o’clock, two or three 
hours before they can hope to see a pur- 
chaser. upon the scene. That is why 
those interested in the matter think that 
it is time for the authorities to see to 
it and provide an adequate marketing 
square for the convenience of both buyer 
and seller. They also advocate it on the 
further ground that such is an absolute 
necessity in every city of the size of 
Los Angeles. 

At present very few people outside of 
the restaurant and hotelkeepers, the small 
dealers in fruits and the ‘wagon peddlers 
are aware of the existence of a market 


mutually advantageous terms. 

The Italian fruit peddler knows about it, 
and he is on hand to buy fruit and vege- 
tables at a cent a pound from the farmer 
who has worked months to raise them; and 
then, a few hours later, sell them with 
perfect sang froid to the householder at 
5 cents. He also knows that all berry- 
boxes don’t the same amount and 
thoughtfully provides himself with under- 
three of 
which can be comfortably filled out of twa 
of the crates in which the fruit comes 
from the berry patch. All these things 
the peddler understands very thoroughly, 
as a part of his business and the purchase? 

the city suffers accordingly. 

But while this busy, early-morning, pede 
dlers’ market has been gradually growing. 
up at the Plaza during the last four or 
five years in spite of natural e 
it ds a notorious fact among those who. 
have business there that it is grossly — 
inadequate to the needs of the city. The 
farmers complain both because the ac- 
commodations about the Plaza are entirely 
insufficient for the hundreds of wagons 
that come. there every morning, and be- 
cause they are victimized out of a large 
share of their profits they might otherwise 
realize with a proper market. Within the 
last week, indeed, ever since the city’s. 
newly-appointed License Inspector has been 
coming around and demanding peddlers’ 
licenses from them, their complaints have 
grown into loud murmurs of honest in- 
dignation at this latest device for shav- 


profit. 
Those driving in that neighborhood of 
a morning also complain because the street 
is practically impassable at that point, and 
there is a fire engine located there which 


carry destruction through the ranks of 
the farmers and hucksters that block its 


The general, public has a right to de- 
e that the authorities provide some 
market place where they can buy their 
fruits and vegetables if they want to 
without having to pay extortionate tribute 
to the middleman. Horticultural Commis- 
‘stoner Scott and Inspector Campere, who 
have been watching the growth of the 
Plaza market for several years, are very 
emphatic in saying that the city ought te 
have a suitable market place at once, 
They are also agreed that the plaza is the 
very place for that purpose. 

The value of the property in the neighe 
borhood would be largely increased by the. 
establishment of a market there, and those 
who are desirous of retaining some portion 
the city’s business on North Mais 
street could find no better method for doing 
so than to get the city authorities to estab- 
lish a permanent, regularly-conducted eity 
market, with stalls and wagon stands for 
rent to all comer s.

POLICE PENSION LAW. 


SUCH AN ACT IS ON THE 
STATUTE BOOKS. 


Interest in the Matter Revived by 
the Death of Detective Benson— 
What the Officers Say — Chief 
Glass’s Views. 


— 


The sad death of one of the bravest and 
most efficient Officers in the police de- 
partment of this city, whereby a widow 
and five little children have deen left in 
destitute circumstances and dependent 
on the charity of friends for support, may 
not have been entirely in vain if it should 
be the means of bringing about some sys- 
tem for providing proper relief measures 
in cases of this sort. In commenting on 
the sad occurrence officers about police 
headquarters say that they think it is 
time that some provision be made for as- 
sisting those who become injured or dis- 
abled while in che discharge of their 
regular duties, or, who have grown old in 
the service, or who have lost their lives 


Detective Benson died from pneumonia 
brought on by cold and exposure wWhlle 
fying in wait for the notorious Jack the 
Ladder Climber,“ in the southwestern por- 
tion of the city early in last winter. His 
system was, no doubt, unusually suscept- 
Idle at that time, for he was working then 
day and night on account of the railroad 
strike. Having a large family, among 
whom were two or three invalids, those 
best acquainted with Mr. Benson’s affairs 
say that he was therefore quite unable to 
put anything by against possible emerg- 
encles out of a salary of $70 per month.

of the family of the deceased until the 
children are old enough to help them- 
selves, but toward the establishment of 
some general public relief fund.

r ‘The law in question was at the 
twenty-eighth session of the Legislature, 
and was approved March 4, 1889. It was 
entitled An Act to Create a Police Relief, 
Health and Life Insurance and Pension 
Fund in the several counties, cities and 
towns of the State,“ and can be found 
at chapter 62 of the California Statutes 
for 1889. 
The act provides that the chairman of 
the Police Commissioners, pte County 
Treasurer ahd the Chief of Police shall 
constitute a board of trustees for the 
police relief and pension fund of the 
police department, to be known as the 
“Board of Police Pensien Fund Commis 
sioners.”’ 
It provides, further (sec, 2,) that the 


authority of any county, city and county, 
city, or town, shall, for the purposes of 
said ‘police relief and pension fund,’ here- 


annually, and when the tax levy is made, 
into said fund of the following moneys.” 
The sources whence the fund is to be 
drawn is then specified. Officers disabled, 
or who have grown old in the service, are 
to be retired on half pay. Sec. 6 says: 
„Whenever any member of the police de- 
partment . „ shall lose his life while 
in the performance of his duty, leaving 
a widow, or child, or children, under the 
age of 16 years, then, upon satisfactory 
proof of such facts made to it, such board 
shall order and direct that a yearly pen- 
sion, equal to one-third the amount of 
the salary attached to the rank which 
such member held in said police depart- 
ment, at the time of his death, shall be 
paid to such widow during her life, or, if 
no widow, then to the child or children 
until they shall be 16 years of age.” 

The instrument is a very lengthy one, 
and provides in full for the establishment 
and continuance of the rd of trustees. 
It enumerates their powers and juris- 
diction, besides laying certain dyties upon 
the Board of Supervisors or other gov- 
erning authority,” which ,have not been 


performed. 

Chief Glass has recommended, in his 
annual re for several years, that the 
ldw be put into effect in this city. On 
page 4 of his last report, be says; Jus- 
tice demands that the city furnish aid 
to disabled and aged officers who have

of the Vatican, and there stands, as man's 


highest expression of manly perfection. 
But it was only the ideal representation of 


the physical man. 


As a magnificent stalk, with no corn 
in the ear, would not be a perfect speci- 
men of corn, so 4 perfect ideal of man 


would not be a magnificent physique, with 
no fruitage of the soul. 

Not the Apollo Belvedere is the ideal 
man, but the Christ of Narareth. Men's 
ideals and heroes have been men who 
were ideal in a very limited sphere. Alex- 
ander, the ideal conqueror; Plato, the 
philosopher; Luther, the reformer; Shake- 
speare, the poet. These men named have 
been far from ideal in many ways. |

By the word, said the speaker, we un- 
derstand the Bible, and especially the 
gospel of Christ, around which the whole 
Bible gathers. When this word is pro- 
claimed in the Holy Spirit, it is a living 
power to accomplish those results for 
which it is given, and which cannot be 
otherwise reached. 

First—It is a power to convince the 
understanding. People demand  argu- 
ments, evidences, proofs. But our com- 
mand is to preach the gospel, proclaim the 
word, and the Bible is the best proof. 
All the books on the evidences of Chris- 
tianity, on prophecies, miracles, the life 
and character of Christ, boil down into 
the Bible. Moreover, God’s word is the 
best proof. To the right-minded person 
the best proof is that God says s0. Two 
English scholars agreed write two 
books against Christianity, one on the con- 
version of Saul and the other on the res- 
urrection of Jesus. The result was that 
both became Christians. The trouble with 
infidels is not too much brains, but too 
little; not that they think too much, but 
too little, or in the wrong way.

Up to this time Fan- 
tasy’s work this season has been far bet- 
ter than that of her rivals, but the 
growthy young mare enjoys the advantage 
of having been in active training ever 
since February, while the preparation 
of the stallions did not begin until two 
or three months later, says the Chicago 
Herald. There is a covered trainin 
track at the driving park in Buffalo, an 
on this indoor course Ed Geers began 
jogging and bdrusbing'“ Fantasy before 
the close of the winter season. By the 
time the outside track and weather per- 
mitted she was in shape for fast ane 
mile in 2:18, the last half being 1:05.

NNW YORK, Aug. 4, 1894.—(Spevcial Cor 
Tespondence.) Long-distance transmission 
of power is in the air, and the progress 
of the work at Niagara das proved an 


world. Almost every day brings some new 
scheme for the utilization of power at a 
point far from its source. In the early 
part of last month a plan was outlined for 


Exposition of 1900 from the coal fields of 
northern France, and now a most impor- 
tant project on similar lines is proposed 


Swinburne have submitted to the Man- 
chester Association of Engineers a plan 
for tranemitting power from the South 
Yorkshire coalfield to London, with trunk 
lines for serving the large towns along 
the Mne of transmission, including Derby, 
Nottingham, Léicester, Northampton, Bed- 
ford, to., and possibly an auxiliary sta- 
tion in South Staffordshire for the service 
of Wolverhampton, Birmingham, and the 
industrial wren in the Une of its route 
across to the point where it joins the main 
trunk line serving the metropolis. The 
plan i# to generate power by burning coal 
at the pit’e mouth, and to tranemit the 


power electrically. The coal will first have 
its ‘residual removed. As these 
form the most valuable portion of the 


coal, the fuel actually used may be itself 
fairly regarded a ithe residual product of 
the distifation. Gas engines are to be 
employed instead of steam engines and 
boliers, and the power is to be transmitted 
by high-pressure alternating currents. 
-The schéme bears much resemblance to 
the Niagara plan, but the latter has the 
advantage of using water, which costs 
nothing, while in England the outlay for 
coal will be 8 per cent. of the cost of 
the power delivered in London. The value 
of such a provision will de enormous. 
Textile and other factories and workshops 
Will, be at once connected up with the 
power transmission mains, and the anx- 
lety and responsibility of the factory 
owner in regard to his power plant, in- 
volving the care of the skilled and un- 
skilled labor element, will be at an end. 
The space absorbed by the boilers and 
economizers, engine-house, coal stores and 


the troubles. of obtaining coal and a 
suitable water supply and the thousand 
and one requirements of the maintainence 
of a steam engine plant, will be avoided. 
The serious waste of fuel in early light- 
ing and during meal hours would be es- 
caped as well as the excess ot labor al- 
most always associated with the operation 
of isolated and comparatively small steam- 
power plants. At a certain hour in the 
morning the movement of a switch would 
start the plant, and at night the quick 
turn of a handle would cut off the power. 
The interest saved on the plant would be 
not the least important consideration. The 
main service would be available for light- 
ing purposes, for olevating goods and 
traversing them, for ventilating, fire ex- 
tinction, electrolytic, and innumerable 
other purposes. If it were found neces- 
sary to stop the factory for an indefinite 
period, there would be no expensive staff 
to maintain, and the reduction of skilled

MH SMALLEST ELECTRIC RAILWAY 

IN THE WORLD. 

At Dellwood, on the banks of the White 
Bear Lake, some fifteen miles from St. 
Paul, Minn., is 2 uniquerelectric railroad— 
the smallest in the world. It rune between 
the railway station and the summer home 
of a St. Paul banker, who built and 
equipped it for the amusement and in- 
struction of his son, a bright lad of 7 
years, who acts ar motorman, oonductor 
and brakeman with all the dignity and ca- 
pability of a veteran in the service. The 


of a mile, and the equipment consists of 
A motor-car and two trailers, each car be- 
ing five feet long by two feet wide. The 
gauge of the road is fourteen inches, the 
rails being regular T rails, twenty-four 
pounds to the yard.

A FEW GREAT ARTISTS. 
England has always treated her great 
actors. and dramatic poets with high 
honor, and not only does Sarah Siddons 
lie in this great Pantheon, but both Anne 
Oldfield and Anne’ Bracegirdle have found 
an honored place there—the former hav- 
ing been buried in a fine Brussels lace 
hhead-dress, .. 
ruffles df the same lace, and a new pair 
of kid gloves,’’ which, in the days when a 
woolen shroud was the usual garment of 
he dead, was considered surprisingly 
frivolous and inappropriate. 

The monument to Lady Elizabeth Night- 
engale is perhaps the most widely known 
of any in Westminster with the exception 
of the Confessors. No stranger has ever 
failed. to carry away a distinct memory 
of that terrible figure reaching steaithily 
from the tomb to cast a dart at the help- 
less girl, slipping gently but irresistibly 
from the arms of her husband. It is im- 
pressive and haunting, despite the bad 
taste of it, and one feels that there must 
be some peculiarly pitiful story connected 
with this drama in marble. There is 
nothing of special interest to be ascer- 
tained concerning it. It was not even the 
work of a sorrowing husband, But was 
erected by the son of Mr. Nightengale, 
who was twenty years older than his wife. 

There is far more of interest to be 
learned of the Delavels of Northumber- 
land who have a family vault in the Ab- 
bey, one of the few stiil hung with family 
banners. Wild Lady Tyrconnell,“ as she 
was known, lies among them; the hero 
of almost incredible adventures.
